January 28, 1942 
Ira Craig Sends Story 
of the 1907 Flood 

Through the courtesy of 
Ira Craig of New Brighton, 
PA, we are permitted to bring 
to Chronicle readers the story 
of two floods that visited Au¬ 
gusta in 1907. 

Wind and Water Wrecks 
M any August Homes 

January 1907 will go 
down in the history of Augusta 
as the most disastrous year in 
the history of the city. The old 
town has passed through many 
a trial and tribulation, but it re¬ 
mained for the forces of nature 
on Saturday night, 19 th inst. to 
go all previous catastrophes 
one better. 

Thursday night the waters 
began encroaching upon the 
homes of the residents of the 
West End and all that night 
the ceaseless rumble of wag¬ 
ons, cars and hand wagons 
could be heard as the unfortu¬ 
nate refugees sought safety on 
higher ground. It was a sight 
that beggared description—to 
see men, tired and discour¬ 
aged, worn and weary mothers 
and bedraggled children, haul¬ 
ing their little possessions to 
a place of safety.

a depth of several feet, and the 
residents on both streets had to 
vacate their homes. 

Every business house on 
Upper Street as up as J. M. 
Milner & Sons was inundat¬ 
ed. 

While the damages 
wrought by the high waters 
were enough to dishearten the 
stoutest heart, the worst was 
yet to come. 

Saturday night when 
the river was almost at its 
heighths(sic) a heavy wind¬ 
storm prevailed, and great an¬ 
gry billows rolled and tossed 
against exposed building—in 
many places reaching as high 
as second story windows, tear¬ 
ing up pavements and heaping 
bricks in piles as if they were 
ice floes. The walls of brick 
buildings gave in and out such 
was the force of the waves. 

To add to the horror of the 
scene a large raft of logs tied 
just above town, and belong¬ 
ing to Crane & Co., of Cincin¬ 
nati, broke loose and came on 
the maddening current tearing 
away verandas and crushing 
through brick walls as if they 
were egg shells. It was in¬ 
deed a time to try the stoutest 
hearts, and many a pleading 
prayer was offered for safety 
while the billows rolled and 
the waves caused building to 
tremble beneath them.

TRUE PRAYER 

by Cornelius R. Stam 

Let us suppose that I have just had the joy of leading 
a soul to Christ. He was a godless, wicked creature until 
lately, but now, suddenly, a great transformation has taken 
place in his life. He is overwhelmed with the joy of sins 
forgiven. Nevertheless a few things still trouble him. 

As he stands there, touched by the love of Christ, he 
says: "1 don't look very much like a Christian. Look at my 
clothes. And I ought to get a job and work like other people 
do. Then too, I've been a wicked blasphemer. Swearing 
seems to be part of my nature. I don't know how I'll ever 
stop it." 

I suggest that we pray about it, but he says he has never 
prayed in his life and doesn't know how, so 1 teach him. I 
tell him how simple prayer is -- that he should simply talk 
to God and say, "Lord, I need a decent suit of clothes and a 
job, and oh, please help me to stop swearing. 1 ask it in the 
name of the Lord Jesus Christ." 

We arise from prayer, and feeling for the man, I myself 
get him a suit of clothes and a job and he goes on his way 
rejoicing. 

Now let us suppose that 1 return ten years later to find 
that he is happily married, has three children and is living 
a consistent Christian life. Calling at his home, however, I 
find that one of his children is seriously ill. We get on our 
knees to pray for the child and he begins: "Lord, I need a 
decent suit of clothes and a job, and oh, please help me to 
stop swearing." 

Ridiculous! you say. No man would be so foolish. Yes, 
ridiculous indeed, yet many people simply repeat prayers in 
the same way. The so-called "Lord's Prayer" is, of course, 
a perfect prayer, but it is significant that in giving this very 
prayer, our Lord cautioned His disciples: "When ye pray, 
use not vain repetitions as the heathen do... Be not... like 
unto them... After this manner therefore pray ye..." (Matt. 
6:7-9). Yet this very prayer is repeated word for word at 
funerals and weddings, in storms at sea, before meals and 
at church services -- on practically any occasion, whether 
it applies or not. 

Thank God for those who know God through the Lord 
Jesus Christ and can truly enter into His presence in prayer 
"to obtain mercy and to find grace to help in time of need" 
(Heb. 4:16).

k. Description of Request: The City of Hamilton, Ohio and American Municipal 
Power, Inc. (licensees) propose to change the transmission line route authorized in the 
June 25, 2008 Order Issuing Original License (Major Project). Instead of constructing an 
approximately 5-mile-long, 138-kilovolt (kV) transmission line connecting the powerhouse 
to a new switching station adjacent to East Kentucky Electric Cooperative, Inc.’s Boone- 
Spurlock transmission line as authorized in the license, the licensees propose to construct 
an approximately 3-mile-long, 138-kV transmission line connecting the powerhouse to 
a new switching station at the Zimmer-Spurlock transmission line in Clermont County, 
Ohio. The proposed transmission line route would extend from the powerhouse in Bracken 
County, Kentucky, span the Ohio River into Clermont County, Ohio, and then interconnect 
with the transmission grid inside the PJM regional transmission organization.

In determining the appropriate action to take, 
the Commission will consider all protests or other comments filed, but only those who file 
a motion to intervene in accordance with the Commission’s Rules may become a party to 
the proceeding. Any comments, protests, or motions to intervene must be received on or 
before the specified comment date for the particular application. 

o. Filing and Service of Responsive Documents: All filings must (1) bear in all capital 
letters the title “PROTEST”, “MOTION TO INTERVENE”, “COMMENTS,” “REPLY 
COMMENTS,” “RECOMMENDATIONS,” or “TERMS AND CONDITIONS;” (2) set 
forth in the heading the name of the applicant and the project number of the application 
to which the filing responds; (3) furnish the name, address, and telephone number of the 
person protesting or intervening; and (4) otherwise comply with the requirements of 18 
CFR 385.2001 through 385.2005. All comments, recommendations or terms and conditions 
must set forth their evidentiary basis and otherwise comply with the requirements of 18 CFR 
4.34(b). All comments, recommendations or terms and conditions should relate to project 
works which are the subject of the license amendment. Agencies may obtain copies of the 
application directly from the applicant. A copy of any protest or motion to intervene must 
be served upon each representative of the applicant specified in the particular application. 
If an intervener files comments or documents with the Commission relating to the merits 
of an issue that may affect the responsibilities of a particular resource agency, they must 
also serve a copy of the document on that resource agency. A copy of all other filings in 
reference to this application must be accompanied by proof of service on all persons listed 
in the service list prepared by the Commission in this proceeding, in accordance with 18 
CFR 4.34(b) and 385.2010.
